Report of School Board 


The annual meeting of the School District was held 
at the Town Hall March 10, 1942, at 8 o’clock in the 
evening. The following officers were elected: James 
E. Gray, moderator; Robert Nixon, clerk; Robert Bark- 
er, treasurer; Leslie F. Hayden, member of the school 
board for three years. 

The Board met and organized. Helen J. Simpson 
was elected chairman.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools, the twenty-fourth in the 
series. 

As in previous years, I ask your attention and that 
of all interested parents and tax payers to the statisti- 
cal tables which accompany this report. The first of 
these tells at a glance where each of the Newfields pupils 
is attending school now and indicates, for one thing, 
that for the next two or three years we may expect larg- 
er tuition bills in grades seven to twelve. As one reads 
Table III he can hardly fail to see how much alike are 
the statistics of each of the years mentioned therein. 
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The attendance records of the years shown in Table III 
are uniformly good and they indicate a unity of effort by 
school and home in giving the best education possible 
to our pupils. 

Not the least important factor in the training of our 
children is the matter of their health. During those 
years reported in Table III the constant good home care 
of health which parents have given their children has 
been ably supplemented by that of Mrs. Sheehy, our 
school nurse. She has been aided, in turn, by the inter- 
est and support of the Parent-Teacher Association and 
various individuals. Mrs. Sheehy’s report is appended 
to this and deserves your consideration. 

For several years our elementary schools have been 
much interested in music and have done very good work 
in this subject not only in their own class rooms and for 
their own pleasure but in friendly competition with 
neighboring schools. I have asked Miss Beaton, our su- 
pervisor of music, to give the brief report which is sub- 
mitted with this. I bespeak your attention to it and 
your continued interest in our school music. 

Class room teachers submit no reports like those 
just described; the reports which they make (and they 
are made daily) are to be found in the actions, the at- 
tainments and growth of their pupils. Some of these 
achievements can be recorded in the form of written 
tests. Many, however, show only in the way of life 
which the pupils pursue. Newfields is fortunate in hav- 
ing experienced teachers whose skills in teaching and 
interest in their work are such as can be highly com- 
mended. 

All schools are affected by the present war condi- 
tions, perhaps ours in Union No. 16 less than those in 
many other sections of the country. In spite of extra 
work and some unusual difficulties which arise we in 
this Union have so far been able to carry on our schools 
in a fairly normal way. I am sure, however, that the 
children now in school will always remember that war 
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posters, the sale of War Bonds and Stamps, the collec- 
tion of serap, the great and rapid changes in geography, 
the new emphasis placed on history, and many other 
changes in school life which result from the present 
world situation. 

When we remember that the young men now headed 
toward the four corners of the earth, with their healthy 
bodies, clear eyes, high ideals and ardent patriotism 
were lately pupils in our schools, we can again be proud 
of the American public school as one of the builders of 
that true democracy which we are now defending. 

The past year will always be notable for the ease 
and efficiency with which, on many occasions, teachers, 
school board members and many other citizens all over 
the United States aided in the war effort by registering 
users of war ration books. You and the Newfields 
teachers and all assisting persons share in the thanks 
of the government for this work.

To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Board, 
Newfields, New Hampshire: 


There were 39 children examined with 43 more or 
less serious conditions found. Of these 34 have been 
definitely corrected or are under treatment through the 
cooperation of parents, family physicians or clinics. 
The dental clinic was held in Dr. Louis Winkler’s office, 
Exeter. The Parent-Teacher Association has given 
substantial help to this good cause. Twenty children 
were treated at the clinic. All children are vaccinated. 
Thirty-three children are innoculated against diphthe- 
ria. No serious epidemic in the schools appeared last 
year. Twenty-six visits were made to the school.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and School Board of the School 
District of Newfields: 


I hereby submit a report of the activities in music. 

The time allotted to Newfields each week is one half 
hour a room. 

In the lower grades there are probably more than 
the average number of uncertain singers and non-sing- 
ers. This may be caused by temporary lack of condi- 
tions or the child may not have discovered his singing 
voice. That is, he has always sung on two or three low 
notes and is not aware that there are other tones in his 
voice. We try to give as much individual help to these 
people as the time at our disposal will allow. However, 
most of them find their singing voice eventually either 
through this method or by trying to “sing like the oth- 
ers’. We are doing some note reading with this group. 
We try to maintain balance between note reading for 
the third grade to prepare them for the fourth grade 
and rote singing for the first and second grades. The 
progress in note reading is slow at best under these con- 
ditions. 

The singing in the upper grades is almost entirely 
by note with an occasional rote song to help maintain 
enthusiastic singing and to provide songs to be sung 
from memory. “Blending Voices” the newer text has 
been sung through pretty thoroughly so I have started 
to use again the older text “Two Part Singing’. The 
singing is spontaneous and it is a pleasure to work in 
both these rooms. 

I extend my appreciation to Mrs. Emerson and Mrs. 
Mayo for their splendid codperation.

New Hampshire Regional Seacoast 
Development Association 


The Seacoast Region of New Hampshire consists 
of the towns bordering on the seacoast and tidewaters 
of the State. 

These Communities have common interests in eco- 
nomic betterment, in regional problems, and in neces- 
sary adjustments to changing conditions brought about 
by war emergencies. 

The New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Develop- 
ment Association is the accredited organization through 
which this and the other regional committees are 
brought together in combined efforts to attain their 
related objectives of development and improvements. 

It serves the individual interests of the Commun- 
ity to the extent of its facilities in accordance with 
expressed desires of the Community. 

There are five Regional Associations in New Hamp- 
shire. 

The Seacoast Association, organized in 1934 and 
incorporated in 1936, is the official State Co-ordinating 
Agency for the Seacoast Region. The Executive Sec- 
retary is the only paid official and his salary is pro- 
vided for by State appropriation administered by the 
State Planning and Development Commission under 
certain rules of procedure. 

Consistent with State, City and Town appropria- 
tions, requested on an approximate basis of one one- 
hundredth of one per cent of net assessed valuation 
or less than 10 cent for a thousand dollars, are used 
for publicizing the resources of your community. Each 
community has representation on the Board of Directors 
and its representative citizens serve as members on 
committees. 
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The Association works in co-operation with Re- 
gional City and Town, State and Federal Departments 
and officials, the State University Extension Services, 
the New England Council, Chambers of Commerce, 
Farm, Industrial and other accredited organizations 
and has established contacts, brought about confer- 
ences and surveys and gathered information neces- 
sary to determining the needs of the Region. This 
work has contributed to developments and consider- 
ations which could be realized only through co-opera- 
tive effort. 

Promotional publicity, not only through publica- 
tions but through personal contacts, conferences, in- 
formation service and otherwise, has brought year 
round business, as well as seasonal business. The 
farm and factory as well as the retail business, the 
professional and other services, and the resort busi- 
ness are all recipients of added income resulting from 
this work. Of added importance is the maintenance 
of tax producing property and individual benefits of 
employment. — 

In view of the necessary planning for the post war 
period this promotional work assumes more importance 
than ever. 

Evidences of the work of Association officials and 
the various committees are most apparent but difficult 
to publicize. Bridges have been built, new highways 
constructed, others improved, funds are available for 
coastal protection and bridge construction when priori- 
ties permit. 

Industrial plants have received war contracts. Some 
of the needs of this vital defense area have been recog- 
nized by the Federal government; some added transpor- 
tation facilities have been provided; information on 
the population increase has been presented for pur- 
poses of securing adequate rationing quotas; surveys 
pointing to inland water area developments are in 
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progress, development of fishery resources are in pros- 
pect and consideration is being directed to forestry 
and farm conservation needs. 

The recently released report, “A Plan for the De- 
velopment of the Seacoast Region,” prepared by the 
State Planning and Development Commission, repre- 
sents much time and work of the officers and com- 
mittees, together with that of the State Commission. 

The factual findings of this report have proven to 
be of particular value for Federal and local use in the 
present emergency and with continued studies will be 
of the utmost importance for guiding future planning. 

Copies of the report have been sent to Boards of 
Selectmen, City Officials and individuals who are con- 
tributing to the overhead expense of the Association. 

The Association stands on its record of accom- 
plishment with equal consideration for the interests 
of all regional communities and it is obvious in view 
of increasing demands for service that the value of 
regional co-operation is important to everyone.
